BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - Jet 
fighters rocketed and strafed Beirut 
today. Leftist Lebanese Moslems and 
their Palestinian allies claimed Syrian 
troops and tanks were advancing on 
the capital from east Lebanon under 
heavy air cover. 


Deafening rocket explosions shook 
the city, but there was no immediate 
word of the targets, casualties or 
extent of damage. 
A newsman saw rockets whistling 
down from one jet, but he could not 
identify the plane. The rockets 
slammed down in the direction of 
southern Beirut, where guerrillas of 
the radical Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine have been 
battling pro-Syrian guerrillas from the 
Saiqa organization. 


The Palestinians claimed Syrian 
gunboats shelled the Kleiaat air base 
in northern Lebanon after guerrillas 
and renegade Moslem troops of the 
Lebanese Arab Army occupied it. 
They said it was the first Syrian naval 
action since an estimated 6,000 Syrian 
troops invaded Lebanon last Tuesday 
to try to end the civil war between 
Lebanese Moslems and Christians. 
The new joint central command of 
the leftist-guerrilla alliance claimed 
its forces knocked out four Syrian 
tanks and captured two in battles 
during the night 15 miles east of the 
capital.

One Palestinian communique said 
MIG17 and MIG21 jets bombed 
“allied” positions as Syrian ground 
forces attacked leftist-held villages 
along the Damascus-Beirut highway 
on the edge of Lebanon’s Christian 
enclave. 
Yasir Arafat, the chief of the 


Palestine Liberation Organization, 
called again for an urgent summit 
conference of Arab heads of state to 
get the Syrians out of lebanon. 


Radio Damascus made no mention 
of a march on Beirut or attacks on 
guerrilla mountain positions. But it 
accused Arafat’s Al Fatah guerrilla 
organization of attempting “an all-out 
bloody crackdown” on Palestinian 
guerrillas of the Saiqa organization, 
which is controlled by Syria. 
Spokesmen for Al Fatah claimed 
their guerrillas attacked dozens of 
Saiqa offices in Beirut’s Moslem area 
Sunday night and captured them. 
A Saiqa spokesman denied these 
claims. He said Saiqa mortars were 
hitting Fatah positions in the city and 
“defending our positions elsewhere in 
the capital.” 
Some guerrilla sources said more 
than 70 persons had been killed and 120 
wounded in the fighting between the 
pro-Syrian 
and 
anti-Syrian 
Palestinians which broke out Sunday. 
But it was impossible to determine 
whether these figures were accurate. 
Police reported 39 persons killed and 
75 wounded during the night in clashes 
between Lebanese Moslems and Chris­ 
tians. 
Heavy fighting between Saiqa and 
Fatah guerrillas flared up today 
around the King’s Hotel, where The 
Associated Press has its office, in the 
Rauche quarter of West Beirut. AP 
staff members dropped to the floor as 
heavy machine-gun fire raged outside.

Carter and Udall made appearances 
in northeast Ohio Sunday, while 
Church returned to the state late 
Sunday after a trip to his home state of 
Idaho where a dam burst Saturday 
causing major flooding. 


Ford sharpened his attacks on 
Reagan, hammering away at the 
theme that his administration “never 
has, never will commit U.S. troops to 
Southern Africa." 


Atle President said Republicans 
.should support him because he can be 
elected in November and “there isn’t 
another Republican candidate that can 
be elected.” 


“To nominate Reagan would bring 
on a repeat of the tragedy of 1964,” 
Ford said in reference to the defeat 
that year of Sen.

O’Neill, 63, is the heir-apparent to 
Speaker Carl Albert of Old a, who 
announced Saturday he will not seek 
re-election.

But it is consibered a foregone 
conclusion that O’Neill will assume the 
post next January, provided that the 
Democrats retain their majority over 
Republicans in the November election.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Labor 
Department apparently thinks there is 
a need for new rules governing little 
privies on the prairies. 
The departm ent’s Occupational 
Safety and Health Administration will 
take public comment for another 
month on proposed regulations for 
“field sanitary facilities,” or jiffy 
johns on the plains. 
The regulations are an attempt to' 
impose nationwide standards adopted 
in California for fruit and vegetable 
fields, Rep. James Abdnor, R-S.D., 
says. If a toilet is available, the 
proposed regulations state, it must be 
“within a five-minute walk of each 
employe’s place of work in the field. 
Abdnor, a former farmer, says he 
envisions “privies in every Wheat­ 
field” if OSHA has its way. 
The proposal spells out detailed 
requirements for inside locks, toilet 
paper holders, the quality of water, 
towels and soap for the required hand­ 
washing equipment, signs for the 
basin, how the water shall flow from 
the required drinking-water fountain 
and the temperature thereof, among 
other specifications. 


Albert’s action was expected.

ment of sizes, styles and prices in U.S. 
flags. 
Inflation has struck the flag as it has 
everything else, causing prices of 
some pennants to almost double in the 
last five years. 
The most popular size standard, 50- 
star U.S. flag for home use is three by 
five feet, according to Michael 
Liberman of the Valley Forge Flag Co. 
Flags are available in cotton, nylon 
and mixtures of cotton and wool and 
may be purchased with or without 
stands. 
Prices vary and the American 
R e v o l u t i o n 
B i c e n t e n n i a l 
Administration suggests shopping 


around for the best deal. You should be 
able to get a three-by-five flag for 
somewhere between $10 and $20. 
If you are interested in com­ 
memorative pennants, write to the 
American Revolution Bicentennial 
Administration, 2401 E St., N.W., 
Washington, D.C., 20276, for a free list 
of bicentennial and historical flags and 
where to get them. 
Reminder: June 14, a week from 
today, is Flag Day, a legal holiday in 
some areas and an opportunity to 
display the flag. It was on June 14,1777 
that the Second Continental Congress 
adopted a resolution “that the flag of 
the United States shall be 13 stripes, 
alternate red and white ; that the union 
be 13 stars, white in a blue field, 
representing a new constellation.” 
Liberman said that his company’s 
most popular flag kit, with sales 
estimated at 300,000 annually, retails 


for about $11. That includes a three-by- 
five cotton flag, a pole to be attached to 
house or wall at an angle, a gilded 
eagle and mounting equipment. 
Five years ago, Liberman said, the 
same kit sold for about $6. In 1968, it 
was $5. He blamed the increase on 
higher costs for cotton and other mate­ 
rials and rising labor charges. 
Figuring out what size flag to buy 
depends, in part, on how big a house 
you have. Manufacturers suggest that 
a three-by-five flag is fine for a small, 
two-story house. For a larger house, 
consider a four-by-six or five-by-eight 
flag. 
If you have a flag pole, the 
manufacturers say the length of the 
flag should be one-fourth the height of 
the pole. 
The federal government sets certain 
standards for flag manufacturers, 
including such things as the materials 


that can be used, tne type or cloth for 
the star and the sort of thread. 
The government also has guidelines 
for the proper display of the flag. 
Among the highlights: 


—It is customary to display the flag 
on buildings or poles only from sunrise 
to sunset, although there is no law 
against flying it at night. Flags should 
never be flown in bad weather. 
—When displaying more than one 
flag on a pole, the U.S. flag always 
goes at the top. State flags come next, 
then city, school or club pennants. 
—When the U.S. flag is displayed 
with others on different staffs, it 
should be at the center or highest point 
of the group. If you live in an apart­ 
ment and hang the flag from your win­ 
dow, display it so that the blue field is 
at the top and on the left side when 
seen by observers.

Their de­ 
creasing share of the population 
means the coming rise in per-capita 
consumption will be half what it has 
been since 1965.

NEW AIJ5XANDRIA, Ohio (AP) - 
Embattled Rep Wayne Hays, D-Ohio, 
gave the first indication Sunday he 
may tem porarily step aside as 
chairman of the House Administration 
Committee. 
" I ’m going to meet with the com­ 
mittee and talk it over with them,” 
Hays told newsmen while in this 
eastern Ohio heart of his 18th district 
for a bicentennial program. “ Some 
think it is a gesture I ought to make 
and I’ll come back..." 
Hays’ comment came amid reports

But Jaicks said the kind of acute 
shortage that developed in 1973-74 
should not occur in 1977, principally 
because supplies of foreign steel will 
be available.

$396 billion federal budget to state and 
local governments, along with tax 
resources to pay for them.

on the Bob Hope Show—normally a 
springboard to stardom. He saturated 
the TV screens with appearances on 
the talk shows—Dinah Siore, Mike 
Douglas, Merv Griffin, Johnny Carson.

Then, suddenly, Spitz all but 
disappeared from the nation’s TV 
screens, except in periodic com­ 
mercials. His projected movie career 
went sour. 
Norman 
Brokaw, the 
agency 
executive who handled this fragile 
piece of china, made the excuse that 
Spitz had been offered as many as 30 
movie roles but all had been turned 
down because they were wrong for his 
image. 
“ Everyone wanted to do a Tarzan 
remake,” Brokaw said. “ You can’t 
take a hero and have him play a bank 
robber right away.” 
looking back, Spitz could see the 
matter with greater objectivity and 
honesty. 
“ In the beginning, there might have 
been some exploitation,” he said. 
“Some of the parts were real crazy, 
not adaptable to my personality. But 
the situation is stagnant now. I think 
Hollywood has forgotten about me.” 
Spitz acknowledged that the fault 
may lie with his personality. As the 
world’s best swimmer, he was sullen 
and introverted. He hated interviews. 
He often ignored and even insulted the 
press. He was jealous of his own 
privacy. 
“ I will admit it, I am a complex 
person,” he said. “ I am the first to 
realize my faults. 
“ After all, I had spent 12 years of my 
life swimming and disciplining myself. 
During that period, I had no chance to 
cultivate a grace in dealing with other 
people. I hated to have people always 
pulling at me, saying, ‘Do this, do 
that.’ Undoubtedly, I built up an ani­ 
mosity.” 
Spitz said he was not resentful of all 
of the press—“I have had a good press 
and a bad press”—but that a few may 
have turned him against the whole. 
“First of all, I don’t like to talk about 
myself,” he said. “Then I started to 
get the same questions over and over. 
All I heard was about medals and 
money. Nobody ever tried to find out 
what makes me tick.” 
Spitz said one of his problems was 
that he was too honest. He wasn’t able 
to smile and roll with the punches, as 
some people can. He resented tinsel 
and phoniness. 
“ Everything with me has been 
concrete,” he continued. “I always 
tried to give honest answers. When I 
came back from the Olympics, I 
wasn’t professional. I was functional, 
not adaptive. That was the trouble.” 
Once in 1973, Spitz became so 
discouraged that he threatened to 
throw everything overboard and 
devote his life to the cause of Israel. He 
also said he might return to dental 
school. 
About three years ago Spitz met and 
married Suzy Weiner, 22, daughter of 
one of his father’s business associates. 
They live in a two-room condominium 
on the outskirts of Los Angeles. 


“We go to some Hollywood affairs, 
but we are not part of the Hollywood 
swing set,” Spitz said. “ Our friends 
are young like ourselves. They don’t 
drive Rolls-Royces. They treat us as 
average people. We play tennis and 
golf. I still swim some. But I never look 
at the clock.”

Speaking Of Your Health

I hav e had headaches for many 
y ears. Some doctors hav e called it 
migraine. Others hav e called it 
“clu ster headache.” Are these both the 
same? Is the treatment for both 
identical? 
Mr. T. I., Calif. 
Dear Mr. L.: 
Headaches are a u niv ersal com­ 
plaint. Many times the characteristics 
are so v agu e that they cannot be im­ 
mediately identified. 
A grou p of 200 phy sicians recently 
held a conference on the cau se and 
treatment of headaches. They pooled 
their information in an effort to clarify 
the differences between clu ster 
headaches and migraine. 
Often, the sy mptoms ov erride each 
other and add to the confu sion. 
Migraine occu rs most often in 
women, whereas clu ster headaches 
occu r more frequ ently in men. Both 
can affect one side of the head and 
inv olv e the forehead, the temple and 
face. 
Occasionally , patients can attribu te 
the onset of both ty pes of headaches to 
food, alcohol or tobacco. 
There are now many chemical and 
phy sical techniqu es for the control of 
both ty pes of headache. The u se of 
biofeedback and psy chological stu dies 
has giv en clu es to the origin of attacks. 
It takes intensiv e coordination 
between the doctor and the patient to 
track down the cau se and ex plore all 
the av enu es of treatment for these 
incapacitating headaches.

I have had headaches for many 
years. Some doctors have called it 
migraine. Others have called it 
“cluster headache.” Are these both the 
same? Is the treatment for both 
identical? 
Mr. T. I., Calif. 
Dear Mr. L.: 
Headaches are a universal com­ 
plaint. Many times the characteristics 
are so vague that they cannot be im­ 
mediately identified. 
A group of 200 physicians recently 
held a conference on the cause and 
treatment of headaches. They pooled 
their information in an effort to clarify 
the differences between cluster 
headaches and migraine. 
Often, the symptoms override each 
other and add to the confusion. 
Migraine occurs most often in 
women, whereas cluster headaches 
occur more frequently in men. Both 
can affect one side of the head and 
involve the forehead, the temple and 
face. 
Occasionally, patients can attribute 
the onset of bikh types of headaches to 
food, alcohol or tobacco. 
There are now many chemical and 
physical techniques for the control of 
both types of headache. The use of 
biofeedback and psydwlogical studies 
has given clues to the origin of attacks. 
It takes intensive coordination 
between the doctor and the patient to 
track down the cause and explore all 
the avenues of treatment for these 
incapacitating headaches.

ATHENS, Ohio (A P) — Twenty-one 
persons were arrested early Sunday by 
police when an end-of-school celebra­ 
tion at Ohio University erupted into 
violence. 


Police used antiriot tactics to 
dispurse the group of more than 1,000 
persons who took over two blocks of a 
downtown street. 


At least 20 persons received minor 
injuries—including two policemen— 
during the four hours of confrontation 
with police. 
All but four of the 21 arrests were on 
misdemeanor disorderly conduct 
charges. Four men were arrested on 
felony charges of inciting to riot, and 
they remained jailed Sunday. One man 
charged with inciting to riot was also 
charged with aggravated assault on a 
peace officer, authorities said. 
Police Chief Ted Jones said the 
celebration began Friday night after 
classes ended for the spring term. 
Finals begin next week. 
Jones said throngs of students and 
nonstudents returned Saturday night 
to a main street near the university 
campus, where several taverns line 
the streets. 
Five storefront windows were 
reported broken by unidentified 
persons about 1 a.m. Sunday, but no 
arrests were made. A half-hour later, a 
sixth window was reported broken at a 
department store.

CLEVELAND (A P) - Negotiations 
in the six-week-old strike against the 
rubber industry’s Big Four tiremakers 
will move to Washington this week in a 
high-level attempt to break the 
deadlock that has idled 60,000 workers 
and halted production. 
Declaring that a prolonged walkout 
could have “ depressing effects upon 
economic recovery efforts,” James 
Scearce, chief federal mediator, said 
Friday he was calling key negotiators 
for the United Rubber Workers and 
Firestone Tire & Rubber Co. to 
Washington Monday.

in 
Washington said the mediation service 
was under pressure from the Ford 
Administration to intervene in the 
talks in Ohio, where the President is 
being challenged by former California 
Gov. Ronald Reagan in Tuesday’s 
presidential primary. 
The URW has focused on talks with 
Firestone to set the pattern for the 
industry. Also shut down by the strike, 
which began April 21, are plants of the 
Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co., B.F. 
Goodrich Co. and Uniroyal Inc. 
Meanwhile Mansfield Tire Co. of­ 
ficials, faced with a June 15 contract 
expiration, 
resumed talks 
with 
representatives of URW Local 17. 
Those talks had been delayed while 
company 
directors 
considered 
whether productivity had improved 
enough to keep the plant open at 
Mansfield. The board agreed last week 
to continue operations, and Local 17 
President Harold Boyce said the union 
was negotiating as though there had 
been no threat to close. 
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apprehended because the crowd was 
too massive for police to penetrate, 
according to the police chief. 
Jones said he then ordered a “ crowd 
movement.” Eighteen riot-equipped 
officers herded the group—estimated 
by Jones at between 1,000 and 1,500- 
off the city street and onto the nearby 
campus. 
Jones estimated that during the 
process, 70 wooden bullets were fired 
by officers into the crowd. It was not 
known if any injuries resulted from the 
firings. The police chief said the 
stinging bullets were fired because 
bottles and bricks were being thrown 
at officers. 
The injured—including 18 civilians 
with lacerations and minor injuries— 
were all treated and released from a 
local hospital. One policeman was 
treated for a cut hand, and a second for 
an injury received when struck in the 
leg by a tossed brick. 
Jones said his forces did “ an ad­ 
m irable Job” in controlling the 
disturbance. But he predicted that 
brutality complaints would be filed 
anyway. 
“ I ’m sure, from past experience, 
that some complaints will be filed. But 
the question is whether they will be 
founded,” said Jones. He said end-of- 
school celebrations are traditional at 
the university, and they have been 
without violence or damage in the 
years since 1970, when National 
Guardsmen confronted a rowdy 
crowd.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - This

The stage was set Friday when 
leaders of the major parties gave 
contrasting evaluations of funds 
available for a pending $150.8 million 
supplemental appropriations bill. 


House Speaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr., 
D-89 New Boston, said the session that 
gets under way Wednesday may ex­ 
tend into Saturday unless Republicans 
go along with rules suspensions 
required to finish business by 1* riday, 
as planned. GOP leaders hinted they 
may not be willing to suspend rules. 


The dispute centers mostly over 
revenue projections by GOP Gov. 
James A. Rhodes’ budget office, and 
those of the legislative Budget Office, 
at least $50 million apart. Majority 
Democrats frequently rely on the IJJO 
in quarrels with Rhodes over money 
matters. 
House Minority leader Charles F. 
Kurfess, R-83 Perrysburg, and Senate 
GOP leader Michael J. Maloney, R-7 
Cincinnati, said Friday the pending 
measure is at least $10 million short of 
available revenues. 
They told a news conference that 
Democrats were seeking to deceive the 


people into thinking that the bill deals 
with Medicaid and other pressing 
problems but instead are guilty of 
perpetrating “ a dishonest ploy in an 
election year ” 


Riffe responded by saying the 
Republicans were playing "the same 
old political game” , and suggested it 
was Kurfess and Maloney who were 
seeking election year issues. " It ’s ap­ 
parently all they could find," he said. 


The speaker said the admin­ 
istration’s own projections show that 
more than $25 million will be available 
for appropriation at the end of the 
fiscal year June 30. IBO figures, he 
added, range from $75 million to $100 
million. " It ’s hard for me to un­ 
derstand what they are talking about,” 
he said. 
The bill contains $128.5 million in 
funds reserved earlier for welfare 
spending, including $47 million for 
Medicaid, along with $5 million for 
induMrial expansion incentives and $5 
million to $7 million to help shore up 
financing for Ohio’s instructional 
grants program (for needy college 
students).

ATHENS, Ohio (A P) - Twenty-one 
persons were arrested early Sunday by 
police when an end-of-school celebra­ 
tion at Ohio University erupted into 
violence. 


Police used antiriot tactics to 
dispur se the group of more than 1,000 
persons who took over two blocks of a 
downtown street. 


At least 20 persons received minor 
injuries—including two policemen— 
during the four hours of confrontation 
with police. 
All but four of the 21 arrests were on 
misdemeanor disorderly conduct 
charges. Four men were arrested on 
felony charges of inciting to riot, and 
they remained jailed Sunday. One man 
charged with inciting to riot was also 
charged with aggravated assault on a 
peace officer, authorities said. 
Police Chief Ted Jones said the 
celebration began Friday night after 
classes ended for the spring term. 
Finals begin next week. 
Jones said throngs of students and 
nonstudents returned Saturday night 
to a main street near the university 
campus, where several taverns line 
the streets. 
Five storefront windows were 
reported broken by unidentified 
persons about I a.m. Sunday, but no 
arrests were made.

The police chief said the 
stinging bullets were fired because 
bottles and bricks were being thrown 
at officers. 
The injured—including 18 civilians 
with lacerations and minor injuries— 
were all treated and released from a 
local hospital. One policeman was 
treated for a cut hand, and a second for 
an injury received when struck in the 
leg by a tossed brick. 
Jones said his forces did “ an ad­ 
m irable job” in controlling the 
disturbance. But he predicted that 
brutality complaints would be filed 
anyway. 
“ I ’m sure, from past experience, 
that some complaints will be filed. But 
the question is whether they will be 
founded,” said Jones. He said end-of- 
school celebrations are traditional at 
the university, and they have been 
without violence or damage in the 
years since 1970, when National 
Guardsmen confronted a rowdy 
crowd.

New W rinkle In Ford Busing Plan

1 7 th District Senato r 
In additio n to party primary co ntests 
fro m the co urt ho use to the White 
Ho use, v o ters will find eig ht state 
issues o n the ballo t Tuesday . All eig ht 
are amendments to the Ohio Co n­ 
stitutio n pro po sed by the General 
Assembly , and require appro v al o f a 
majo rity o f the v o ters to pass. 
Issue 1 wo uld require jo int electio n 
o f the U . Go v erno r and Go v erno r, like 
the current President-Vice President 
sy stem. The metho d o f no minating 
candidates fo r Go v erno r and 
Lt. 
Go v erno r wo uld be determined by the 
General Assembly . 
This first issue also reliev es the Lt. 
Go v erno r o f his duty o f presiding o v er 
the State Senate, and specifies he shall 
hav e such duties as assig ned by the 
Go v erno r and prescribed by law. 
Sho uld Issue 1 pass; the chang e in 
the Ohio Co nstitutio n will g o into effect 
in January , 1 97 9, 
Issue 2 is a replay o f an issue to 
finance railro ads in Ohio that lo st last 
No v ember. It autho rizes the state, 
lo cal g o v ernments, and reg io nal 
transpo rtatio n autho rities to make 
lo ans and g iv e credit to such federal 
co rpo ratio ns 
as 
AMTRAK 
and 
CONRAIL. 
Go v ernment ag encies making such 
lo ans co uld no t raise tax es to co v er bad 
lo ans o r pay fo r railro ad bo nd issues. 
Presumably , financing wo uld be 
thro ug h rev enue bo nds, which are paid 
o ff by pro ceeds fro m o peratio n o f 
facilities built with the rev enue bo nd 
mo nies. 
Issue 2 also autho rizes the General 
Assembly to pro v ide pro perty tax 
reductio ns fo r railro ad pro perty and 
reimburse lo cal g o v ernments fo r 
rev enue lo st as a result o f such 
reductio ns. 
Issue 3 seeks to include energ y 
dev elo pment amo ng the purpo ses fo r 
which industrial dev elo pment bo nds 
may be issued by public bo dies to 
priv ate co mmercial o r industrial 
co ncerns. 
Presently such bo nds can be issued 
to 1 ) preserv e and create jo bs 2) 
co ntro l po llutio n 3 ) dispo se o f so lid 
waste. This amendment wo uld add to 
these purpo ses the dev elo pment, 
reco v ery , sto rag e, transpo rtatio n, 
utilizatio n, o r co nserv atio n o f energ y 
o r energ y reso urces. 
TYiese bo nds wo uld be rev enue 
bo nds, no t paid fo r by tax es. They 
co uld no t be issued to help a public 
utility o r an energ y co mpany o wned by 
a public utility . 
The chief issuing ag ency will be the 
Ohio 
Energ y 
Reso urce 
and 
Dev elo pment Autho rity (OERDA), 
created in 1 97 5 to help Ohio ’s energ y 
situatio n. Other state ag encies and 
po litical subdiv isio ns may also issue 
industrial rev enue bo nds. 
Issue 4 chang es Ohio electio n laws in 
fiv e way s. The v o ting ag e wo uld be 
reduced fro m 21 to 18 to co nfo rm with 
the U.S. Co nstitutio n. The six -mo nth 
state residence requirement wo uld be 
eliminated because a federal co urt 
fo und 
it 
unco nstitutio nal. 
The 
leg islature wo uld be empo wered to set 
a reaso nable (by federal standards) 
residence requirement. 
Issue 4 also remo v es immunity fro m 
arrest while g o ing to o r co ming fro m 
v o ting , clarifies the leg islature’s 
po wer to ex clude criminals fro m 
v o ting o r ho lding public o ffice, and 
allo ws serv ice perso nnel liv ing o n 
military bases in Ohio to v o te in Ohio 
electio ns. 
Issue 5 is primarily a ho use-keeping 
amendment co ncerning terms and 
v acancies in certain public o ffices. It 
requires 
municipal 
and 
co unty 
charters to pro v ide fo r terms o f ev en- 
numbered y ears fo r elected o fficers. 
Pro v isio ns fo r filling v acancies in 
state o ffices wo uld be clarified by 
specify ing that v acancies be filled 
acco rding to the article creating the 
o ffice. A v acancy in the o ffice o f Lt. 
Go v erno r wo uld no t be filled by ap­ 
po intment by the Go v erno r because 
successio n to the o ffice o f Go v erno r 
ex tends nex t to the President Pro Tem 
o f the Senate and the Speaker o f the 
Ho use. 
Issue 6 wo uld allo w lo cal g o v ern­ 


ments to repay g eneral o blig atio n bo nd 
debt (backed by public tax es) with 
funds fro m any so urce (tax rev enues) 
they 
can 
leg ally 
use. 
Present 
requirements allo w g eneral o blig atio n 
debt to be incurred o nly if a pro perty 
tax is lev ied at the same time to pay o ff 
the debt. 
Issue 6 also streng thens the General 
Assembly ’s po wer to limit lo cal 
g o v ernment debt, requires reg ular 
pay ment o n such debt, and eliminates 
the requirement o f a sinking fund. A 
sinking fund builds up larg e sums o f 
mo ney to pay o ff bo nds at maturity . 
Mo st bo nds to day are serial bo nds that 
mature perio dically , instead o f all at 
o nce. 
Issue 7 clarifies state fiscal po licy 
and inserts into the Co nstitutio n 
specific reference to the estate tax . 
The leg islature no w must raise funds 
to meet state ex penses and pay in­ 
terest o n state debt. This amendment 
requires reg ular pay ment o n the 
principal o f debt as well as the in­ 
terest, the current leg islativ e practice. 
Issue 7 also wo uld require a return o f 
no t less than 50 per cent o f the estate 
tax es to cities, co unties o r to wnships in 
which they o rig inate, as may be 
pro v ided in law. The Ohio Co nstitutio n 
still refers to the o ld state inheritance 
tax which was superceded by the 
estate tax in 1 965. 
Issue 8 co mbines into o ne sectio n 
fo ur sectio ns in the Co nstitutio n g iv ing 
the General Assembly po wer to impo se 
tax es. 
It wo uld also add to the Co nstitutio n 
specific 
autho rizatio n 
fo r 
the 
leg islature to lev y an estate tax and 
g iv es the leg islature po wer to deter­ 
mine what po rtio n o f an estate is 
ex empt fro m tax atio n. The present tax 
ex empt limit is $20 ,0 0 0 .

O h io Senate Report

17th District Senator 
In addition to party primary contests 
from the court house to the White 
House, voters will find eight state 
issues on the ballot Tuesday. All eight 
are amendments to the Ohio Con­ 
stitution proposed by the General 
Assembly, and require approval of a 
majority of the voters to pass. 
Issue I would require joint election 
of the U. Governor and Governor, like 
the current President-Vice President 
system. The method of nominating 
candidates for Governor and LL 
Governor would be determined by the 
General Assembly. 
This first issue also relieves the LL 
Governor of his duty of presiding over 
the State Senate, and specifies he shall 
have such duties as assigned by the 
Governor and prescribed by law. 
Should Issue I pass; the change in 
the Ohio Constitution will go into effect 
in January, 1979. 
Issue 2 is a replay of an issue to 
finance railroads in Ohio that lost last 
November. It authorizes the state, 
local governments, and regional 
transportation authorities to make 
loans and give credit to such federal 
corporations 
as 
AMTRAK 
and 
CONRAIL. 
Government agencies making such 
loans could not raise taxes to cover bad 
loans or pay for railroad bond issues. 
Presumably, financing would be 
through revenue bonds, which are paid 
off by proceeds from operation of 
facilities built with the revenue bond 
monies. 
Issue 2 also authorizes the General 
Assembly to provide property tax 
reductions for railroad property and 
reimburse local governments for 
revenue lost as a result of such 
reductions. 
Issue 3 seeks to include energy 
development among the purposes for 
which industrial development bonds 
may be issued by public bodies to 
private commercial or industrial 
concerns. 
Presently such bonds can be issued 
to I) preserve and create jobs 2) 
control pollution 3) dispose of solid 
waste. liiis amendment would add to 
these purposes the development, 
recovery, storage, transportation, 
utilization, or conservation of energy 
or energy resources. 
These bonds would be revenue 
bonds, not paid for by taxes. They 
could not be issued to help a public 
utility or an energy company owned by 
a public utility. 
The chief issuing agency will be the 
Ohio 
Energy 
Resource 
and 
Development Authority (OERDA), 
created in 1975 to help Ohio’s energy 
situation. Other state agencies and 
political subdivisions may also issue 
industrial revenue bonds. 
Issue 4 changes Ohio election laws in 
five ways. The voting age would be 
reduced from 21 to 18 to conform with 
the U.S. Constitution. The six-month 
state residence requirement would be 
eliminated because a federal court 
found 
it 
unconstitutional. 
The 
legislature would be empowered to set 
a reasonable (by federal standards) 
residence requirement. 
Issue 4 also removes immunity from 
arrest while going to or coming from 
voting, clarifies the legislature’s 
power to exclude criminals from 
voting or holding public office, and 
allows service personnel living on 
military bases in Ohio to vote in Ohio 
elections. 
Issue 5 is primarily a house-keeping 
amendment concerning terms and 
vacancies in certain public offices. It 
requires municipal and county 
charters to provide for terms of even- 
numbered years for elected officers. 
Provisions for filling vacancies in 
state offices would be clarified by 
specifying that vacancies be filled 
according to the article creating the 
office. A vacancy in the office of LL 
Governor would not be filled by ap­ 
pointment by the Governor because 
succession to the office of Governor 
extends next to the President Pro Tem 
of the Senate and the Speaker of the 
House. 
Issue 6 would allow local govern­ 


ments to repay general obligation bond 
debt (backed by public taxes) with 
funds from any source (tax revenues) 
they can 
legally 
use. 
Present 
requirements allow general obligation 
debt to be incurred only if a property 
tax is levied at the same time to pay off 
the debt. 
Issue 6 also strengthens the General 
Assembly’s power to limit local 
government debt, requires regular 
payment on such debt, and eliminates 
the requirement of a sinking fund. A 
sinking fund builds up large sums of 
money to pay off bonds at maturity. 
Most bonds today are serial bonds that 
mature periodically, instead of all at 
once. 
Issue 7 clarifies state fiscal policy 
and inserts into the Constitution 
specific reference to the estate tax. 
Tile legislature now must raise funds 
to meet state expenses and pay in­ 
terest on state debt. TTiis amendment 
requires regular payment on the 
principal of debt as well as the in­ 
terest, the current legislative practice. 
Issue 7 also would require a return of 
not less than 50 per cent of the estate 
taxes to cities, counties or townships in 
which they originate, as may be 
provided in law. The Ohio Constitution 
still refers to the old state inheritance 
tax which was superceded by the 
estate tax in 1965. 
Issue 8 combines into one section 
four sections in the Constitution giving 
the General Assembly power to impose 
taxes. 
It would also add to the Constitution 
specific 
authorization 
for 
the 
legislature to levy an estate tax and 
gives the legislature power to deter­ 
mine what portion of an estate is 
exempt from taxation. The present tax 
exempt limit is $20,000.

N BA Championship 


PH O ENIX (A P) - The Boston 
Celtics admittedly are not a great 
team, but they are the 1976 National 
Basketball Association champions. 
The grim , determined Celtics, 
winners of more league championships 
than any team in the 30-year history of 
the NBA, captured their 13th title in 
the past 20 years Monday, downing the 
Phoenix Suns 87-80. 
Coach Tom Heinsohn, drenched with 
perspiration and champagne in the 
joyous Celtics lockerroom, called it a 
“total team effort, a fantastic job. 
“ We gutsed it out all season,” added 
Heinsohn, savoring his 10th cham­ 
pionship — eight as a player and two as 
a coach — with the Celtics. 
“ We had trouble all season of­ 
fensively because of ^ie makeup of our 
team,” said Heinsohn, referring to 
Boston’s age and lack of depth. In the 
final series against the longshot Suns, 
Boston’s running game — so often a 
vital cog in the past — was missing to a 
great extent because of a painful foot 
injury to captain John Havlicek. 
So Boston was forced to change its 
offensive game somewhat and design 
its defense to cope with the Sun’s 
slowdown, pattern style of play. 
And perhaps because of their ex­ 
perience, the Celtics were able to 
adjust and overcome the upstart Suns, 
who had begun the 10-team playoffs as 
the longest shot in the field of 10 but 
had finessed their way to the final 
round with upset victories over Seattle 
and Golden State. 
The Celtics won the first two games 
of the series at Boston Garden and 
there was much talk of a possible four- 
game sweep in the best-of-seven na­ 
tionally televised series, which began 
back on May 23. 
But the Suns bounced back with two 
great victories at home. Those games 
were followed by the historic fifth 


game at Boston, where the Celtics 
outlasted the Suns 128-126 in a record 
three overtimes. 
It was a game which figured to take 
a heavy toll on the older Celtics, whose 
roster includes Havlicek and Don Nel­ 
son, both 36, and Paul Silas, 32.

PH O EN IX (A P) - The Boston 
Celtics admittedly are not a great 
team, but they are the 1976 National 
Basketball Association champions. 
The grim , determ ined C eltics, 
winners of more league championships 
than any team in the 30-year history of 
the NBA, captured their 13th title in 
the past 20 years Monday, downing the 
Phoenix Suns 87-80. 
Coach Tom Heinsohn, drenched with 
perspiration and champagne in the 
joyous Celtics lockerroom, called it a 
'to tal team effort, a fantastic job. 
“ We guised it out all season,” added 
Heinsohn, savoring his 10th cham­ 
pionship — eight as a player and two as 
a coach — with the Celtics. 
“ We had trouble all season of­ 
fensively because of ijie makeup of our 
team ,” said Heinsohn, referring to 
Boston’s age and lack of depth. In the 
final series against the longshot Suns, 
Boston’s running game — so often a 
vital cog in the past — was missing to a 
great extent because of a painful foot 
injury to captain John Havlicek. 
So Boston was forced to change its 
offensive game somewhat and design 
its defense to cope with the Sun’s 
slowdown, pattern style of play. 
And perhaps because of their ex­ 
perience, the Celtics were able to 
adjust and overcome the upstart Suns, 
who had begun the 10-team playoffs as 
the longest shot in the field of IO but 
had finessed their way to the final 
round with upset victories over Seattle 
and Golden State. 
The Celtics won the first two games 
of the series at Boston Garden and 
there was much talk of a possible four- 
game sweep in the best-of-seven na­ 
tionally televised series, which began 
back on May 23. 
But the Suns bounced back with two 
great victories at home. Those games 
were followed by the historic fifth 


game at Boston, where the Celtics 
outlasted the Suns 128-126 in a record 
three overtimes. 
It was a game which figured to take 
a heavy toll on the older Celtics, whose 
roster includes Havlicek and Don Nel­ 
son, both 36, and Paul Silas, 32.
